Wednesday, prior to a midnight 
deadline when it would have died in 
absence of his signature, but his 
action was not announced until 
today. 
The Florida White House released 
a statement by Nixon saying he had 
misgivings about the measure and 
endorsed it “only as a temporary • 
expedient. 
“I have signed this legislation 
because 
it 
will 
help 
ease 
the 
transition of workers adjusting from 
the 
wartime 
to 
a 
peacetime 
economy, and because I recognize 
that 
during 
the 
winter 
months 
employment prospects are often 
limited,” Nixon said. 
“Approximately 750.000 workers 
will have their incomes maintained 
for up to 52 weeks under the 
provisions of this law

measure, which was opposed by the 
administration and congressional 
R epublicans, 
w ill 
cost

million a year. There is no increase 
in the employer tax which finances 
unemployment compensation. 
An 
estimated 
538,000 
jobless 
workers in 11 states will qualify 
under the new law, and other states 
might become eligible later.

SAIGON

days of air strikes against North 
Vietnam, the most sustained and 
most intense ever ordered by Pres­ 
ident Nixon. Already there was 
controversy over whether they were 
successful. 
The U.S. Command reported three 
planes lost in the raids with the loss 
of five airmen. Hanoi Radio said 19 
planes were shot down, eight of 
them today, and that two more 
pilots were captured 
It gave no 
names and insisted the principal

were

areas.

that

of American planes shot down in 
Laos and North Vietnam two weeks 
ago.

Grand Jury drug 
charge criticized 


Harry J. Crompe, chairman of the Lompoc Valley Drug Abuse 
Coordinating Council, today strongly criticized the 1971 Grand Jury 
report which stated that narcotic abuse was the number one problem 
of the County. 
“Drug abuse is certainly a problem but no where near the 
proportions cited by the Grand Jury, 
Crompe stated. 
The Jury 
claims that the county has 1.000 heroin addicts who steal $30,000 a year 
to support their habit, therefore costing county residents $30 million a 
year in stolen goods. This is patently ridiculous. 
Crompe said as best as the Drug Council can determine, along with 
Lompoc police investigators, Lompoc Valley has less than 50 heroin 
users. 
“Several of this number are methadone patients and are off heroin 
and in useful jobs,” Crompe added 
“Several others are under 
treatment through resources of our Drug Abuse Coordinating ( ouncil. 
To assume that Lompoc Valley residents lose more than a million 
dollars a year in stolen goods from thefts and burglaries by heroin 
users in our area is completely false. 
Total value of stolen items in Lompoc through theft and burglaries, 
excluding auto thefts, for the first 11 months of 1971 was $111,328.32, 
according to police department records reviewed today 
Crompe also scored the Jury report which declared that the 
Lompot-Vandenberg area has the “dubious reputation of having the 
highest rate of drug traffic and users of any comparable town in the 
United States.' 
“This statement is made without any verification of fact, 
he 
declared. "It is not attributed to anyone and we doubt that it ever 
could be." 
Crompe charged the Grand Jury with scare tactics in order to 
support the employment by the board of supervisors of a county-wide 
drug abuse coordinator. Supervisors recently voted down funds in 
excess of $25.000 for the position on a 3-2 vote.

Ellsberg faces new charges 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Daniel Ellsberg. who leaked 
the secret “ Pentagon Papers' on the Vietnam war, was 
reindicted today on serious, new federal charges of 
stealing 
and 
distributing 
Defense 
Department 
documents. 
The indictment returned by a federal grand jury in Los 
Angeles and announced by the Justice Department also 
accused Ellsberg of keeping national defense papers He 
was charged with violation of the 1940 Espionage Act. 


Also named in a 15-count sealed indictment, returned 
Wednesday and opened today, was Anthony J Russo J r. 
who spent 47 days in jail for civil contempt rather than 
testify about how parts of the 47 volume study were 
leaked to the news media. 
Russo, 35, once worked at the Rand Corp. —a socalled 
“think tank" —w ith Ellsberg. He is being sought by FBI 
agents. 


Officials said Ellsberg, 40, did not need to be arrested 
because he is already free on bond posted after his first 
indictment in the case last June 28 
The new indictment disclosed that Vu Van Thai. 52. a 
former South Vietnamese ambassador to the United 
States, got one volume of the study. It named T hai and 
Mrs. Linda Sinay, 28, a Los Angeles advertising woman, 
who helped duplicate the papers, as umndieted co­ 
conspirators. 


Ellsberg was indicted originally on two counts of 
possession of government documents and converting 
them to his own use, for which he could receive a 
maximum penalty of 20 years imprisonment and a 
$20.000 fine. 


The new superceding indictment, announced by the 
office of vacationing Attorney General John N. Mitchell, 
accused Ellsberg ol 11 federal crimes plus conspiracy 
for which he could receive a maximum of 115 years in 
prison sentence and fines of $120.000 


Russo could face a maximum 35 years in prison and a 
$45.000 tine if convicted on three substantive counts and 
one of conspiracy. 


Both men were charged with conspiring for 18 months 
— from March, 1969, to September, 1970 — to steal 
classified government documents from the Rand Corp., 
to distribute them to unauthorized persons, and to 
illegally possess them and refuse to surrender them to 
the government. 


Ellsberg was charged with stealing and distributing 
government documents worth more than $100 and Russo 
with receiving. Both were charged under the Espionage 
Act with acquiring and illegally retaining national 
defense documents.

He noted that local property taxes raise nearly $3 billion 
annually to pav for schools. 
“ If wc remove schools from property taxes, where do we 
find $3 billion ... I can t conceive of it coming from any one 
source," Greene said, adding there would be 
great 
resistance" in the legislature to any tax increase. 
Moscone said a statewide property tax would be the 
“ most equitable" way to finance schools. Other possible 
sources of revenue include boosts in sales, income and 
other taxes.

Justice Harlan dead at 72

- Fourteen 
weeks ago. ill health forced the retirement 
of Supreme Court Justice John Marshall 
Harlan, a scholarly jurist who earned the 
title “The Great Dissenter" during more 
than 16 years on the court. 
Wednesday, Harlan. 72, died at George 
Washington University Hospital The cause 
of death was not announced, but it was 
widely known when he retired Sept 23 that 
he was suffering from spinal cancer. 


His death came eight days before the 
scheduled swearing in of William 
H. 
Rehnquist, 
a 
former 
assistant

attorney 
general, 
who 
will 
be 
his 
replacement Joining the court at the same 
time will be Richmond. Va., attorney 
Lewis F. Powell Jr.. who was appointed by 
President Nixon to replace the late Justice

A private funeral service for Harlan is 
scheduled Tuesday at Weston. Conn 
Harlan was the only Supreme Court 
justice with a direct ancestor who served 
on 
the court 
The ancestor was his 


grandlather, 
the 
first 
John 
Marshall 
Harlan, after whom Harlan was named 
Harlan was born in Chicago, May 20. 
1899, 
and 
graduated 
from 
Princeton 
University in 1920. He attended Oxford 
University 
as 
a 
Rhodes 
scholar 
and 
obtained his law degree from New York 
Law School in 1924 
As a justice. 
Harlan established 
a 
conservative reputation, arguing that the 
court was going too far. was trying to find a 
cure for “ every major social ill in this 
c o u n t r y " 
in 
som e 
const i t ut i onal 
“ principle." He believed in the principle he 
called “ federalism." a clean dividing line 
between federal and state authority. 
At Harlan's bedside Wednesday were his 
daughter, three sisters and his close friend. 
Justice Potter Stewart, who described 
Harlan as “ a beloved brother and noble 
friend." 
“ His generous and gallant spirit, his 
selfless courage, his freedom from all 
guile, his total decency—these were the 
qualities that gave him such singular 
leadership and strength.

Turn in Christmas trees 


In order to comply with the County Air Pollution C ontrol 
Board ruling banning Christmas tree and other unlicensed 
burning, to avoid the waste of a resource, and most 
importantly, to promote an ecological conscience in 
Lompoc, the city recycling committee announced that 
retired Christmas trees are now being accepted for 
composting at these six locations: 
- The corner of U Street and College Avenue 
- The Williams Brothers Market on West Ocean Avenue 
- The County property between the Lompoc Shopping 
Center and Lompoc* Senior High on College Avenue 
- North Avenue at A Street 
- The Corner of Fifth Street and East Ocean Avenue 
- The Waste Water Treatment Plant on West Central 
Avenue between V Street and Flordale (every day between 
7 a m. and 4 p m >. 
Beginning the week of Jan 10. the Parks and Recreation 
Department will begin reducing the trees to chips with the 
citv’s shredder The chips and ground up greens will be 
taken to the Waste W'ater Treatment plant for composting 
where they will be j ayered with periodic amounts of 
ground tree trimmings and nitrogen rich sludge from the 
treatment plant, plus other organic waste 
The end result will be a perennial source of rich humus 
which will be used to fertilize and mulch city trees and 
plants. 
Recycling vegetable refuse is important because, the 
nationwide dumping of tons of vegetable m atter in to the 
ocean or into land fill areas each year, robs the earth of 
nitrogen, phosphates and other minerals essential to the 
earth's fertility. 
Vegetable m atter such as trees does not compact well in 
land fill operations, and the lost minerals cannot be 
efficiently, inexpensively or entirely safely replaced by 
chemical fertilizers

They will take their allies 
where they can get them They wil bend 
their traditional cold war neutrality it they 
have to, but they are not going to break it. 
Certainly, the world's most populous 
democracy is not going to start down the 
road to totalitarianism out ot gratitude tor 
military aid from the Soviet Union. 


To be sure, the United States has 
suffered defeat insofar as its relations 
with India have cooled. But in what way 
has the security of the United States been 
diminished by the bloodying ot its SLA 10 
ally, Pakistan?

it the Soviet Union is the dominant 
power on the Asian subcontinent because 
of its alliance with India, then the United 
States must be the dominant power in 
Southeast Asia because of its alliance with 
South Vietnam, which — up to now— has 
not lost the war with North Vietnam. 
This, of course, is nonsense. We would 
like nothing better than to get out of that 
morass. But if Southeast Asia is a trap, the 
subcontinent may be worse. 


We all know about West Pakistan s 
suppression 
of

movement of East Pakistan i now Bangla 
Desh). What is generally forgotten is that 
India is forced to keep a continual military 
lid on a secessionist movement in its own 
state of West Bengal, bordering Bangla 
Desh. 


Burgeoning Bengali nationalism could 
develop into a real headache tor India. 
There is also the still-festering problem of 
predominantly Moslem Kashmir, which 
India holds by force of arms.

blacks, 
Puerto Ricans', and women 
They 
send 
along 
several 
interesting examples of letters now 
going out for faculty members 
engaged in recruiting. For instance, 
the department chairman ot 
a 
prominent private college in New 
England, who is looking for a 
“ European intellectual historian 
writes in his letter to a neighboring 
history department, 
“ We would espec­ 
ia lly 
welcom e 
candidates 
be­ 
longing 
to ethnic 
m inorities, 
or 
women equally with 
men,” — and then 
he said something 
which, in context, 
isn’t 
very 
illum­ 
inating: 
“ but 
would, of course, 
apply 
the 
same 
criteria of quality to 
all.” 
It 
happened 
that 
the young 
scholars, interested in the position 
being 
advertised, 
were 
neither 
female, nor black, nor Puerto 
Rican, and although under the terms 
of the letter they were not for that 
reason excluded, nevertheless they 
experienced that certain feeling 
people 
have, 
for 
instance, 
on 
walking into a private club and 
recognizing, from the inflections of 
the doorman, that they are not quite 
suitable... 
So they brought up the matter 
bluntly, and got back a letter, from 
the professor doing the recruiting, 
which has in it a sentence which I 
beg you to meditate upon “ This 
phrase,” wrote the professor, “ in 
which I state (that we) would be 
particularly 
interested 
in 
candidates 
belonging 
to 
ethnic 
minorities, or women ... was in 
honest compliance with a directive 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
which, in respect of minorities, was 
stipulative rather than ontological 
in definition 
Now, if you think that is the way 
professors write to other professors, 
you are wrong. To begin with the 
sentence is very wobbly in respect 
of meaning, never mind minorities, 


because 
•stipulative’ 
means 
different things depending on who 
uses it and how; and “ ontological 
is embarrassingly unconnected to 
the qualifier, “ in definition. A cop- 
out9 Listen. The professor went on 
to say, 


“ 1 can only suggest that, if you 
disapprove of the definition on 
grounds of policy or law, you raise 
the matter with Secretary (Elliot) 
Richardson, 
or, 
possibly, 
the 
distinguished senior Senator from 
New York (or perhaps the junior 
Senator).’’ 


The young professors have had 
similar experiences with colleges 
all over the United States, whose 
recruiters seem to be saying; If you 
are black or female, call us collect 
Otherwise don’t bother — we will 
call you. Concerning which, a few 
observations: 


1) The distinguished philosopher 
Sidney Hook has publicly raised the 
point that such negative biases are 
destructive of academic standards. 
A reply from a representatives of 
HEW, published in the New York 
Times, does the dangerous thing of 
attempting to patronize Professor 
Hook In effect, the HEW represen­ 
tative says that the government 
isn’t 
attempting 
to 
play 
with 
academic standards, it is simply 
trying to make sure that anti- 
teminne, anti-black discrimination 
is discouraged. 


The trouble with that statement is 
that everybody knows it is at least 
less than the truth By that I mean 
that no college is going to be 
criticized by HEW for hiring a 
woman or a black or a Puerto Rican 
whose qualifications are less than 
those of a male WASP As 1 say, 
everybody knows it, but the boiler­ 
plate 
requires 
that 
everyone 
involved say that standards are not 
being diminished. Humbug 


2) My own feeling, which I have 
previously professed, is that there 
ought to be a corporate concern for 
past injustices, such as results in 
giving preference to people who 
were for categorical reasons in the 
past 
denied 
preference 
and 
unquestionably this includes male 
blacks and female whites I had in 
mind primarily students, who need a 
leg up the academic ladder, and 


ought to be especially encouraged 
It seems to me that Professor Hook 
is correct in suggesting that HEW s 
policies can only result in the 
depreciation of standards by which 
excellence is measured. To give a 
black student a special opportunity 
is different from appointing a black 
scholar to a teaching position for 
which he is less qualified than 
another scholar. 
3 • The full horror of it all escapes 
the gentle Mr. Hook, because of 
course he is a Socialist, and now he 
has to wrestle with the State's 
omnipotence. The enthusiasts ot 
Federal control are, some of them, 
beginning 
to 
understand 
the 
meaning of what conservatives have 
been saying for generations. It is 
extra-ironic that they 'hould be 
suffering 
explicitly 
under 
a 
Republican Administration 


Everyone including this reporter 
is so conditioned by the work of such 
writers as the late Drew Pearson 
that when 
you say prediction, 
immediately comes to mind visions 
of exposes or great events that are 
about to occur.

zoning 
ordinances particularly the C-2-R 
zone. 
Look for some new faces among 
the candidates for City Council in 
April; 
look 
for 
a 
number of 
candidates for the post now held by 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie. 
Countywide 
in 
1972 
look 
for 
candidates who made good showings 
in the assembly field last time 
around to toss their hats in the ring 
again. 
Look for some ferment in the area 
which would be covered by Lompoc 
R e se rvo ir 
southeast 
ot 
Lompoc. Some of the properties 
surrounding the site have been 
hanging by a thread and look for the 
possibility that the owners will sell 
or walk away. If sold, look for more 
realistic prices than some ot the 
inflated prices they sold for when 
the Lompoc Project was a more 
viable possibility. 
Look for new alliances between 
North county entities in regard to 
water problems. 
Look for the new look with some 
construction getting under wav on 
the county complex on South D 
Street. Look for some exciting new

immediately south ot Central. 
Educationwise look for a more 
tightly organized Lompoc Education 
Association; look for a stepped up 
vocational education program. In 
terms of libraries and books look tor

the 
Federal 
Correctional 
Institution; 
look 
for a mobile library to come into 
being for outlying areas or the steps 
aimed in that direction. 
Statewide look for the big test at 
the polls on the clean environment 
initiative. 
If supporters of the 
measure are successful it could 
spell a close race for Nixon and in a 
prelude for the 1972 gubernatorial 
election, possibly the handwriting 
on the wall for Gov. Reagan 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, reportedly 
the choice of Reagan if the governor 
chooses not to run again, is a natural 
under the circumstances. He has 
been in the forefront of efforts tor 
control of the coastline and on the 
correct side of other environmental 
issues In the vacuum created by 
Reagan’s 
retirement 
Reinecke
